Soviet Warns U.S. 
Of Nuclear Attacks 


MOSCOW, Feb. 24 (AP)— 
Marshal K. S. Moskalenko warn- 
ed Saturday that if the United 
States ever launches an atomic 
or hydrogen bomb war, the 
American continent could be hit 
by the same kind of bombs— 
“and possibly even more power- 
ful ones.” 

Writing in the Defense 
Ministry organ Red Star on the 
occasion of the 39th anniversary 
of the Red Army, the head of 
the Moscow Military District 
declared the Soviet Union “has 
all kinds of atomic and hydro- 
gen weapons and powerful jet 
and rocket armaments of var- 
ious types.” 

Marshal Rodion Malinovsky, 
writing in Pravda, said “the 
Soviet armed forces have splen- 
did aviation units and a modern 
navy, diverse atomic and ther- 
monuclear weapons and power- 
ful rocket armaments including 
long-range missiles.” 

The statements were part of 
a series of declarations in the 
Soviet press on the “defensive” 
might of the Soviet Union, 


Soviet Buildup Devaluated 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (AP) 
~-The U.S. Air Force is report- 
ed to have told Congress that 
the buildup of Russian long 
range bomber strength appears 
to be substantially smaller than 
was estimated last year. 

The new estimate, like the 
one a year ago, is based on eval- 
uation of intelligence compiled 
by the Air Force from a variety 
of sources overseas. 

Air Force officials have in- 
formed the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, now holding 
hearings on the military budget 
requests, of this downward re- 
vision in the cCaiculations of 
Soviet aircraft strength.

Japan Heads List as Mecca 
For Tourists From U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (AP) 
—American tourists flocked to 
the Far East in record numbers 
last year and spent an estimated 
$45 million, an all-time high, the 
Commerce Department said Sat- 
urday. 

Their favorite destinations 
were Japan, Hongkong and the 
Philippines in that order. 


The Department: predicted 
final figures for the year, not as 
yet available, will show Amer- 
ican tourist dollars flowed into 
the area at a rate 35 per cent 
above the $30% million spent 
there in 1955. 

The Department’s survey did 
not include the spending of U.S. 
military personnel or govern- 
ment employes stationed in the 
Far East, Southeast Asia or 
Oceania. 

Japan topped the list as the 
main tourist attraction with 
heavy travel attributed to Amer- 
ican residents of Japanese an- 
cestry. Figures showed 17,500 
travelers left $11 million behind 
them during the first six months 
of 1956. In all of 1955 there 
were 28,000 American tourists 
who spent $16 million in Japan.

spent $344 million in the first 
half of 1956. In 12 months of 
the preceding year there were 
10,500 U.S. tourists who spent 
five million dollars in the Crown 
Colony. 

The first half of 1956 brought 
6,000 Americans to the Philip- 
pines compared with 10,000 in 
the preceding 12 months, They 
spent two and a half million in 
six months compared to four 
million in 1955. 

Australia and New Zealand 
attracted 3,000 Americans and 
one million U.S, dollars from 
January through June, 1956, 
compared to 4,500 tourists and 
$1%4 million in 1955. The 
figures did not show the large 
number of travelers to Australia 


last year as the result of the/| 


Olympic Games.

Castrating Cats 

The owners of tom cats are 
often posed with the problem 
of whether or not to have the 
pets castrated. Of course there 
are many arguments pro and 
con on this subject* but dis- 
regarding the esthetic attitude 
with regard to the- operation 
itself which I will discuss in a 
later column there are, in my 
opinion, several reasons why 
the operation should be per- 
formed. 

In the first’ place when tom 

cats become sexually mature, 
which can be as early as six 
months but usually no later 
than eight months, they are 
driven by their insatiable sex 
urge to venture into the out- 
side world in seareh of their 
lady loves. Naturally, in the 
course of their diventures they

If you think this story Is 
crazy, step down into Naha’s 
Latin Quarter, the. most dis- 
organized basement dive in the 
Western Pacific. 

Miss Kufoshima, who is 
generally called Suy because of 
her quarter fraction Chinese 
parentage, has thrown every 
possible abominable decorative 
gimmick into her joint. The 
banister has the shape of giant 
steel springs. There are big ; 
soft arm chairs into which a . 
man could sink in a drunken 
stupor and not be detected all 
evening. There is a fireplace 
for the chilled and starry eyéd., 
In the center of the cave is a 
fountain topped by a- nude 7 
statue. Lights come out of the 
tile dancefloor, The bar stools 
are spinning Cuban. drums. The 
ear-irum-bursting music is just 
as disjointed. eo 

Several of the bar girls are ui 
Chamorros from Guam and 
Saipan. Their sweaters outline 
what might be called a slight 
overdevelopment for their size. 

There is no charge for girls 
at the Latin Quarter nor at any 
of the other half dozen night- 
spots in town which carry 
names reminiscent the 
Ginza. 

Miss Kuroshima, who rules 
Over this bedlam basement,. in 
fur stole, was born in Peiping 
of mixed parentage. She taught 
school in Tokyo for five years 
and then drifted south to Oki- 
nawa. 

At the other end of Naha’s 
shopping street is the KOKUEI, 
the fanciest supper club in 
town.

A novelty is a dancer 
in Okinawan dress with a bun ~” 
on top of her head, steppiag 
lively to a swing Version of 
Okinawa folk tunes.

Power Equipment 
Sought by USSR 


Soviet Russia has made in- 
quiries on Japanese electric 
power plant equipment,  ac- 
cording to trade sources here 
quoted by Kyodo. 

These sources believed that 
the power plant equipment the 
Russians are seeking to buy 
from Japan will be used for 
the five-year Siberian develop- 
ment project. 

Russian inquiries for Japanese 
products have hitherto been 
limited to ships, fishing nets, 
textiles and machinery. Toward 
the end of last year, however, 
the Russians began sending 
inquiries for cranes. Lately 
they have sought to buy from 
Japan power transmission equip- 
ment, insulators, and power 
generation plant equipment. 

Spokesmen for trade firms 
here, however, regard the Rus- 
sian inquiries merely as “feel- 
ers” 
possibility of buying such prod- 
ucts from Japan. 

Nevertheless, they are hope- 
ful that the Soviet Union will 
make large purchases of such 
equipment needed for the Siberi- 
an development project upon 
the signing of a Japan-Soviet 
trade agreement.

Rubber Group

“high-powered” rubber trade 
mission comprising both traders 
and industrialists was expected 
to visit Singapore very shortly 
to negotiate direct deals with 
local merchants.

To Up Tax 
On Freights 


The Philippine Government 
recently notified three. Japanese 
shipping concerns that a com- 
bined sum of ¥790 million would 
be additionally imposed on in- 
come tax on their freightage 
revenue for cargo hauls from 
the Philippines, reports Kyodo. 

A change of income tax 
assessment was given by the 
Philippine Government as the 
major reason for the additional 
tax imposition, which is effec- 
tive retroactively from 1952. 


The notification was made to 
the Kawasaki, Toho and Nissan 
Steamship Companies. 


Such additional income tax 
impositions are expected to total 
¥ 10,000 million, if and when the 
new higher rate should apply to 
all Japanese shipping concerns 
assigning their boats to the 
Philippines.
